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our business has not increased over the year previous. This surely is as grat-

This last spring 
we have acquired an additional tract of 117 acres of choice land, especially adapted to 
the growing of our specialty, hardy roses, We might call this new acquisition the 
milestone which marks our progress for 1900, and the increased output which it gives 
us will in return, build up and strengthen our business still further. Only a year ago— 
in the spring of 1899—we secured a farm of 125 acres, which is now closely planted. 
The summer before that, 1898, we added to our equipment a large storage cellar, the 
third one built and used by us, and three additional greenhouses. This cellar is one of 
the finest and best built buildings of its kind to be found in this country and gives us 
in all fully 200,000 cubic feet of cool storage place. In these cellars are packed away - 
during the winter all of our Roses, Clematis, Peaches, and so much of our other Fruit 
Trees, Small Fruits, Shrubs, etc., as it may seem advisable to dig in the fall. Weare 
thus enabled to ship this stock at any time during the winter, if desired, a matter of 
no small convenience to southern customers and to florists who want Roses or other 
stock for early forcing. 

Our three latest greenhouses completed a glass area of approximately two acres, prob- 
ably the largest amount of glass used by any concern in this country doing strictly a 
nursery business, that is, excluding the florists. The additional greenhouses seemed 
rendered necessary by the extraordinary demand which we have found for our ‘‘own- 
root’’ Roses, and we are now propagating fully half a million roses a year besides bud- 
ding one hundred thousand more of kinds that will not root from cuttings. 

While we grow a general assortment of Nursery Stock, our principal attention is 
given to choice specialties in the ornamental line, such as Fine Hardy Roses, Clematis, 
Flowering Shrubs, and Decorative Trees. We have correspondents in Japan and the 
principal countries of Europe, through whom we are continually receiving such new 
varieties as promise to be of especial value, and we also have from time to time new 
things of our own originating, all of which are thoroughly tested before being put on 
the market. Our propagation and planting include Hybrid Perpetual, Moss and Climb- 
ing Roses, Clematis, Ornamental Shrubs and Trees, Evergreens, Currants, Goose- 
berries and other Small Fruit Plants and Fruit trees. 

Our grading is done by experienced men who thoroughly understand their busi- 
ness, and is guaranteed to please. The fact that a large proportion of our first custo- 
mers (those who are still living and in business) have been on our order book every 
season up to the present time, is very gratifying proof of their satisfactory dealings 
with us,and enough to assure those who have never ordered from us, that they will be 
well treated.

The popularity that the Fern Balls have gained during the last three or four months has 
proved conclusively that they have at /ast become appreciated by the trade generally. We say 
at last advisedly, because they were introduced some four or five years agointo New York, and 
into San Francisco over 20 years since, but no growercould be induced to take hold of them in 
any quantity and they failed through some cause or other to make a hit, The past Easter they 
were much sought after, however, and we findin talking with the different growers who han- 
dled them that they sold out cleaner than any other class of plants, with the probability that they 
will begrown even more extensively another year, Wedo not mean it to be inferred that this 
is simply an Easter plant—far from it; its beauty increases with age anditis salable for many 
months in the year. 

The fern balls all come from Japan and the cost of transportation about equals the first cost 
of the fernsthemselves. In preparing them for market the rhizomes are first gathered from 
the woods, where they grow ina wild state. The variety of ferns is Davallia bullata and the 
rhizomes are found in profusion clinging to the trunks of the forest trees. On the mountain 
sides at a considerable elevation are to be found the longest leaved specimens and these are now 
sought forin preference tothe shorter growing kind. They cannot be collected until they 
become dormant, which isin the month of November. The balls are made of spaghnum moss 
andthe rhizomes tied evenly around them, covering the moss completely and holding it 
intact as well. The material used for tying is a fiber obtained from the leaf of the chamerops. 
which also grows in abundance where the ferns are found.
